At present prices, profits from 
grain production have_ practic- 
ally disappeared.

One suggestion of 
apparent merit is to reduce 
cost of production. A number 
of questions are thus presented 
What is the normal cost of pro- 
ducing grain? What is the var- 
iation in the cost? Can costs 
of production be. reduced? If so 
to what extent. and by what 
methods can reductions be af- 
fected. 

In an endeavour to answer 
such questions the Dominion 
Experimental farms have made 
a careful study of production 
costs on the Prairie Provinces 
during the last few years. The 
results of this study will be re- 
leased shortly in a bulletin of 
the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture entitled the “Cost 
of Producing Farm Crops in 
the Prairie Provinces,” The 
publication presents details on 
how to calculate the cost of 
producing crops, the cost of 
producing crops on the Do- 
minion Experimental Farms on 
the Dominion Illustration Sta- 
tions and on a number of priv- 
ately owned farms in the Pro- 
vinces, Farm budgets are pre- 
sented, showing the cost of pro- 
ducing wheat on different siged 
farms operated with different 
equipment.

The Towel 


The germs of disease must 
gain entrance into our bodies 
before they can cause harm 
{f we are to protect ourselves 
we must take precautions to 
keep these our enemys, from 
penetrating beyond the out- 
side of our bodies, where they 
harmless. It is our own 
which frequently give 
germs their opportunity to 
gain entrance into our bodies. 
In the ordinary course of our 
daily lives, our hands come in- 
to contact with many objects 
we touch and handle many 
things which may have been 
soiled by the secretions of other 
In shaking hands, 
substances which may be on 
the hand of one indiyidual are 
transferred to the hand of an- 
other. 

It is obvious that we are very 
likely to have on the surface of 
our hands the germs of disease. 
As long as they remain there 
they can dous no harm, but 
once they pass the lips, they 
are given their opportunity to 
cause trouble, 

If you will watch a number 
of people. you will see most of 
them frequently put their 
hands to their faces, They 
touch their lips or their nostrils 
some even put their fingers in 
their mouths. Food which is 
touched while being prepared 
or in eating carries into the 
mouth whatever was deposited 
on it by the hands. 

To prevent the dangers’ aris- 
ing out of such habits, ‘we ad- 
vise that nv one touch food un- 
less the hands have been wash- 
ed thoroughly and also that 
the hands be kept away from 
the face, unless a handkerchief 
is being used. 

Washing the hands means 
more than dipping them into 
water and wiping them on a 
towel. When we say wash the 
hands we mean a_ thorough 
washing with soap and water 
and the use of a nail brush un-

If the 
towel is used by a second person 
then this person, in wiping his 
hands, rubs onto them germs 
left on the towel by the first 
user. 

This may appear to some of 
our readers to be rather far- 
fetched, but we can assure them 
that there is no exaggeration 
because it has happened. Towels 
should be used on a personal 
basis, each person having and 


usiug only his own towel. By. 
tuking such simple precautions 
we can help to protect ourselves 
from disease germs,

Hedge 


(experimantal farm note) 

Adaption and use of common 
caragana for hedges and relat- 
ed purposes in the prairie prov- 
inces of Canada are forcefully 
demonstrated by the fact that 
over fifty tons of seed were 
collected and sold in 1931. En- 
quiries concerning the care of 
this hedge prompts a summary 
of the most important facts. 
While caragana can be started 
in a permanent location from 
seed and thinned to the requir- 
ed distance, it is preferable to 
start with young trees, A 
summer-fallow strip, wide en- 
ough for some form of cultiva- 
tion is preferable. Seedlings 
should be set about a foot 
apart and planted 
spring. A single row is pre- 
ferred, It isadvisable to set 
them a little deeper when trans- 


a bushy growth, one-year old 


an inch or two of the surface, 
cut back to about a foot in 
height the second season, and 
trimming to the desired shape 
can start the third year. 

After a caragaria hedge has 
been firmly established, trimm- 
ing is necessary ‘every year. 
At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Scott, caragana hedges 
are trimmed during the last 
week in June,-After that date 
there is sufficient growth to 
cover up the wounds, Their 
appearance can be better main- 
tained by trimming off irregular 
second growths a few weeks 
later. 

Just what permanent shape 
should be maintained is a mat- 
ter of taste.

one year from August 1932.
